N 1nurie take off ſuperfluous branches from 

Fruit · trees, and prepare your ground for Gare 
dens, uncover Tree - Roots, cut your Vines in ſome 
of the Twelve daycs. . 

Set Quick-ſers, Roſes, and Sallets in the moneth 

of February; And now cover up the Roots of your 
Trees with good Earth, which you opened betore 
in the begin ing of Tarwarie. 
Inu March you may graft ; but in planting and 
grafting chuſe a warme time: wherefore let not 
the winde be ig the Eaſt or North, becauſe ſuch 
windes are commonly nipping , eſpecially being 
bel pod by any aſpeR of the Moone with Satwne or 
Den in cold Signes, as Virgo, Copricorne, Taurus 
Scorpio, Piſces, or Cancer. 

In the end of April, or beginning of May, ſet and 
ſowe tender Herbes and Seeds in your Gardens, in 
a good temperature of Aire, 

Remove young trees, either inthe end of Od 
ber, in Nie uber, 01 February, the Moon ———_ 
and be ſure to fet that fide South, which was Sout 
before, bectuſe it cannot endutethe cold North. 

Geld catrell, the Moone in Aries, Sagutarius, ot 
in Caprisorne, being in her laſt quarter. 

Gather all fruits that you tmeane to keepe, in 8 
dry time, when the Moone is at the full. 

Sow all ſuch Seedes as have round rontes (8 
Onyons, Leckes » Turneps „ &c.) either three 
— dayes before che full, or chree or fou 
dayes afterthe ful!, = 
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
